It will thus be seen-that the grant of 
60,000,000 florins by the Hungarian 
Delegation atill requires confirmation by 
the Austrian Delegation, but probably 
this step has beon already taken, although 
we lack a telegraphic advice to. that 
effect, Tho next paragraph in the tele- 
gram. of the 13th stated that Russian 
troops were mioving towards Constan- 
tinople, while “in the House of Com- 
monsthe Chancellor of the Exchequer 
stated in reply toa question that the 
Government had received no information 
that the Russians were fortifying Bulair, 
and that they were still twelve miles 
from Constantinople.”

By Mr Francis :—1 worked at Captain 
Sanda’ Slip for over a year. I got 56 conta 
a dey, there; I did not pay away anything 
out of this, [ lived in the prisoner's tuwo 
at Kowloong ; over a hundred of us lived 
in the same towa, The prisoner aupplica 
the food for all these men, aud the men 
all-pay at the same rate, viz.,.

OBTAINING MONEY UNDER FALSE PRETENCES, 
. Regina v. Chun Hon Hing, 

The prisoner, with a tinge of European or 
American blood about him, was indicted for 
obtaining §70 from Mr Manger of Messrs 
Douglas Lapraik & Co. in April 1877, by 
falasly pretending that he was the owner of 
200. jars of salt vegetables, The prisoner 
was to have been tried at the lest Criminal 
Sessions, but kept away, and bis recognizanos 
was estreated. He was subsequently brought 
back by his surety, and the exouss the pri- 


soner gave for his abrupt disappearance was | 


that he was. detained in the Macao Gaol for 
a debt, and produced a dertifioate from the 
Portuguese authorities to that effect. 

The prisoner pleaded not guilty to the 
oharge, and the following Jury was em- 
panelled :——Messrs John McIntyre, Herbert 
Sheppard, T. I, Rose, M. A. Do Carvatho, 
T. L. W. Ginger, F. M. Franco and A. 0, 
Gutterrez. : 

The Attorney General, the Hon. G, 
Phillippo, instructed by the Crown Solicitor, 
Mr Sharp, appeared to prosecute. : 

The facts wore briefly these ; the prisoner, 
who speaks very good English, was charged 
with haying obtained the above sum from 


Mr an a under felse pretences. It ap-. 


peared that while sojourning in Amoy, bo 
made the acquaintance of a Mandarin named 
Wong Yu-Cheong, in an.inn, and he asked 
him to ship for him 200 jars of salt veget- 
ables to Hongkong by one of Douglas 
Lapraik & Co’s steamers. This was done, 
and the prisoner came with the goods. - He 
then went to Mr Manger, and, representing 
the goods to be his, obtained an advance of 
$70. The mandarin Wong Yii-cheon, 
arrived by the next ateamer and claim 

the gooda, but by that time the prisoner 
had [eft the Culony, and was not seen 
until February last, when he was. ar- 
rested and committed for trial,. but his 
bond was estreated. The surety; however, 
brought him back, ond he was placed on his 
trial this session. Meantime Mr Manger 


had left the Colony, and the Mandarin; 


Wong could not be tound, although he had 
been in attendance only a few days ago. 
Under the circumstances the’ evidence of 
two out of the three mostimportant witnesses 
was read, as provided for by the local ordin- 
ance, e 

The prisoner made a similar defence to 
that he made before at the Police Court, 
The Jury returned an unanimous yerdict of 
not ply, and the prisoner was discharged 
by the Judge with a caution, :

SAN FRANCISCO.

-- 2lat Jan., 1878, 


‘There is overy indication of a prosperous 
season,’ notwithstanding the unpromising 
outlook at the opening of the winter, A 
plentiful supply of rain has fallen in those 
‘ray of the State where laat your every 

‘ind of vegetation was’ parched and un- 
frnitiul. The horrible forebodings of a 
dry season spread gloom on all around, and 

rayers for rain were offered up in the 

oman Catholic Churches by order of the 
Archbishop The rains which followed 
were accompanied by violent storms of 
wind and hail, which, in some parts of the 
country; did great havoc, - Telegraph lines 
wore: prostrated, bridges swept away, and 
trees torn up by the-roots. Nevertheless 
the people are thankful for having escaped 
another dry season, which, had it inter- 
vened, would have brought unmitigated 
ruin on the country. - 

So-far good; but another serlous evil 
threatens the positive existence of ourselves 
and property, in the shape of a rictons 
and communistic body of the labouring 
class, who have continued thelr meetings 
nightly to the terror of the community. 
Their: threats of violence have been as 
pronounced as evér, and their leaders have 
urged.them to arm and be prepared. -The 
civil and- military authorities. have become 
thoroughly alive to the danger, United 
States troops were detailed tu aid the police 
and militia, if necessary, and s ship of war 
was ordered to lie in. the vicinity of the 
Pacific “Msil docks to afford aid in case 
ofanoutbresk, The Board of €uservisors} 
in a stato of fright, prepared a bill for the 
suppression of rioters, which: a deputation 
hastened with and presented to the Legis- 
lature, by whom it was passed and became 
law. - Three of the agitators were again 
arrested by the Police and lodged in jail, 
where they ara now lying. A large mob 
was dispersed after a Httle- fighting, and 
several arresla were made. ° : 

Tho. last steamer, which brought over 600 
Chinese, landed her passengors in safety 
under the protection. of a strong: Police 
force, The rioters had thiea'ened to pre- 
vent this and to burn up China town, but 
this-they didnot do. I peed that we 
have not heard the last of The Working- 
‘men’s. Party, who are evidently acting m 
co-op ration with similar organized socte- 
ties in o her parts of the country. - 

Five. banks have suspended payment 
withio the last threes months in this city, 
and this morning another, if not twe more, 
is expected t> =p payment. Some of the 
Banks, in view of tue daagerous state of 
affairs, refuse to lend money oui. city pro- 
perty, and a general want of confidence 
pervades business, Theapproach of winter 
drove many lawless chsracters from the 
country to the city, and the stree 5 are in- 
fested with mon begging and often demand- 
ing charity in no mo.sured terms, Our 
atreets are shamefully lighted, and afford 
every fscility for the lurking highwayman 
and burg'ar. The police are insufficient for 
their duties, and are seldom at hand when 
needed, Aa ordinance debara the respect: 
able citizin from aryine weapuns, while 
it docs not deter the lawless olesses from 
arming th mselyes to tho teeth, People 
aro nightly garrotted ; robbery with violence 
and burglary ar6 of almost daily occurrence, 
aad opr jails overflow with criminals, = 

In Virginia City, a dispute existed be- 
tween the owners of two mines, the Justice 
and Alta, On both sides ibe Bent Sighting 
men and desperadoes were hired at the rate 
of $20 per dey in case of arow. Up to the 
present time no battle has been fought by 
theso worthies. A terrible fall in, stooks 
wss brought on by a break ja Alta; a mine 
of no intrinsic value, but the price of its 
stock bad bees ran up toa high fl-ure and 
it. was widely diffused wlten the crash camo 
aud the shares went down ‘to sero.

the idea, and advised the people to remain 
where they were. Whether they will agree 
to this is not yet known. ; 

The Board of Inquiry appoin'ed by 
Seoretary Schurz to investigate the Indian 
service, have, after aix months’ labour, 
handed in their report: They find every 
ramification of the service replete with 
corruption from the fountain head at 
Washiogton to the furthest frontier trading 
post where a dollar of Indian appropriation 
could possibly reach. Neither the welfare 
of the redman nor safety of the lonely set- 
tler were allowed to stand in tho way of 
the “ political cormorants and their degrad- 
ed underlings” when thelr greed waa in 
question. Every consideration cf humanity 
and justice was sacrificed, as though all the 
world knew that the Indian Bureau was a 
sham, and that every man’s duty was to get 
all the money. he could out of it. No wonder 
we are incessantly at war with our Indians. 

The New York Sun has published a black 
list containing the naméa and amount of 
atealings by men in public and responsible 


positions throughout the country. A period 


of four years is embraced, and no account 
taken of sume less.than $5,000, The list 
‘would occupy four closely-printed columns 
of an ordinary newspaper, and comprehends 
every shade of defaleation. Tho grand total 
amounts to $30,000,000! It is a valuable 
document as a matter of reference! 

‘The periodical petitions for a Sixteenth 
Amendment, prohibiting disfranchisement 
on account. of sex, have again been laid 
before Congress, but notwithstanding the 
well known natlonal politeness to the 
ladies, which distinguishes the American, 
the petitions are allowed to laxiguish with- 
out support, and to be hopelessly laid aside 
year after year.—N. C. D, News,

MOHAMMEDAN APOSTLES IN CHINA. |- 


(From the China Review.) 

Tho following tradition, respecting the 
earliest missionaries of Islam in China, has 
accidentally come under my notice in-the 
course of investigation on another subject; 
and as I’do not remember having seen the 
particulars elsewhere recorded, it ma: 
worth while to render them accessible to 
reference here. . 

At the-end of the description of Te‘ian- 
chow (Chin-chow), in Book 1,052 of the 
section on the Topography of the Empire 
(Chik Fung Tien) of the T'u Shu Psth 
Ch‘éng Compendium, the following extract 
is given from the Din Shu a} GES or His 
tory of the province of Fuhkien é 

“At the Ling Shan [Ly two men 
from. the country of Medina lie buried. 
They wero patriarchs of the Hivei, Hwet 
(Mohammedan) religion. Mohammedan au- 
thors state that in the kingdom of Medina 
there was & holy man named Mohammed,* 
who was born in the first year of the reign 
Krai Hwang of the Sui dynasty,+ and whosa 
saintly character was revealed in the beauty 
of his personal appearance, He was invited 
by the King of that country to enter his 
servioe,t and after having held power for 
twenty years he promulgated the work 
Legere | the precepts of his doctrine, 
He extolled tho practice of virtue and 
reprobated evil works, Commissioned »: 
Heaven to propagate the teachings of ‘hic 
religion, he suffered no harm from the sun's 
most burning rays, neither was his clothing 
Fire 
harmed. him not, nor had water power to 
drown him, when he entered their midst, 
OF the number of hia disciples there were
